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5 * Met with Frank Slatinshek, Chief Counsel, House 

Armed S er vices Committee, and brought him up-to-date on the Senate 
hearings on the Agency retirement legislation in response to his questions 
concerning a requested actuarial projection of the Agency fund and the 
projection of Agency retirement under CIARDS. I told him that I expected 
the material would be ready the first of the week. He told me in all 
probability the Committee will hold any further action until- the Senate bill 
is received even though 2100 has been approved by the Senate. He indicated 
that he cannot forecast at this time whether the full 2100 will be approved by 
the Committee. 


I briefed Slatinshek on the second new operational SA-2 at Khe Sanh; 
Communist logistical system in Laos; Soviet Saiyut space station; and the 
lairlift. 


o* Met with John Goldsmith, Senate Armed 

Services Committee staff, and reviewed with him the status of our legislation 
on the Agency retirement system. He spoke highly of the Director's presenta- 
tion, and particularly of his candor in answering impromptu questions on the 
situation in Indochina and especially Cambodia. 

Goldsmith feels the legislation is "off to a good start" but he is some- 
what concerned that when it reaches the floor various troublesome amendments 
may be proposed such as some version of the old Cooper bill, to make intelli- 
gence information freely available to the Congress, or amendments restricting 
the Agency's special authorities or requiring publication of budget figures. 
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
